DIET AND HEALTH 


Rudiments of Home Nursing 


SIN CE we are likely to have a 
shortage of trained nurses in civil 
life for a long tim e to come, it be 
hooves all the women folk to learn 
a little about the rudim ents of 
nursing practice. The am ateur, the 
housekeeper, the housem other 
all are going to have to do m ost of 
the nursing in our homes for some 
time. 
The idea is not im practical 
T hree-fourths or more of the a t 
tendons a nurse gives a patien t 
are already p a rt of a good house­ 
keeper's regim e or, if not, can be 
readily learned. It is not proposed 
th a t such specialized fields as oper 
ating room technique, o r the care 
of very sick patients should be en­ 
tered by the am ateur. 


No Highly Trained Skills 
But most of the tim e of most pa 
tien ts is spent in convalescence and 
while they m ay be more or less 
helpless, they do not require the 
exercise of highly trained skills. 
T hree-fourths of a nurse'* time, 
to make it specific, is spent in: 
M aking a com fortable bed. 
Changing a bed with a patient 
in it. 
B athing a patient. 
Cooking invalid food and ca rry ­ 
ing tray s. 
T aking pulse, respiration and 
tem p eratu re a t regular in ter­ 
vals. 
Keeping a w ritten record of 
progress. 
C ertainly these can be learned 
by any intelligent and com petent 
housekeeper. F or sick people, they 
have to be done in a rath e r p a r­ 
ticular way in most instances, but 
not enough to prevent th eir being 
readily learned. 


Special Procedures 
Even more special procedures, 
such a* giving a hypodermic, an 
enem a or observing aspetic pre­ 
caution* in wound dressing, band­ 
aging and the proper precautions 
for nursing a communicable dis­ 
ease, do not require any long ap­ 
prenticeship in order to acquire 
expertness. 
The most ditlicult and hazardous 
em ergency the am ateur nurse will 
have to meet will be to evaluate the 
p atien t’s sym ptom s and general 
condition to know w hether or not 
she need call the doctor, but this 
is a departm ent in which the pro­ 
fessionally 
trained 
nurse 
also 
often falls down, and it depends 


more on judgm ent and experience 
than deliberate instruction. 


QUESTIONS AND ANSWERS 
R ead er;—Until w hat age would 
you advise children taking cod 
liver oil ? 
Answer: Cod liver oil is given 
fo r the prevention of rickets, and 
since rickets almost never s ta rt 
afte r the third year, there is no 
reason to give it beyond th a t time.
